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REMARKS 



At the time of this response, claims 1-18 and 34-89 are pending. Claims 19-33 have been 
cancelled. Claims 66-89 have been withdrawn from consideration. Claims 1-8 and 10-18 have 
been rejected. Claim 9 has been objected to as depending from a rejected base claim. Claim 1 is 
currently amended to incorporate the features of claim 9. Claims 9 and 66-89 are cancelled. 

Claims 34, 38, 41, 43, 46-49, 52-56, 61, and 62 have been rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 24, 25, 
27-29, 31-36, and 38-40 of U.S. Pat. No. 6,342,285. In response to this rejection, Applicants' 
file a terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c). The terminal disclaimer is 
included with this response. Therefore, Applicants respectfully request that these rejections be 
withdrawn. 

Claims 34-65, as noted by the Examiner, contain allowable subject matter. Applicants, 
therefore, submit that these claims are allowable for at least the reasons cited by the Examiner. 

Claim 9 has been objected to as depending from a rejected base claim. However, the 
Examiner has noted that claim 9 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claim. In response, Applicants 
currently amend claim 1 to include each and every feature of claim 9. Further, Applicants cancel 
claim 9. 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 7, 10, 11, 13, and 16-18 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by, or in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over U.S. 
Pat. No. 5,891,547 issued to Lawless ("Lawless")- As noted above, Applicants currently amend 
claim 1 to incorporate those features of claim 9 that the Examiner has noted are allowable. 
Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that amended claim 1 and all other claims listed 
above, each of which depends either directly or indirectly from claim 1, are allowable. 

Claims 2, 4, 6, 8, 12, 14, and 15 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Lawless. Because Applicants currently amend claim 1 to incorporate 
allowable subject matter, and because each of these claims depends either directly or indirectly 
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-from currently amended claim 1, Applicants respectfully submit that each of theses claims is 
allowable. 

Applicants respectfully request the allowance of claims 1-8, 10-18, and 34-65.
